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JULY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.91 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to 
the  Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  July  1963,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform 
price  of  $3,91  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%.  A butterfat 
differential  of  7.0  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual 
tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum 
price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction 
and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price 
is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $3.91  price  for  July  1963  is  45  cents  above  the  June  1963  price, 
but  1 cent  below  the  July  1962  price. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  20,172,460  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  market  during  July  1963,  of  which  13,744,763  pounds  or  68,1%  was 
utilized  in  Class  I by  18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  down  4.1%  from 
June  1963.  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  up  7.2 % from  June  1963. 

AUGUST  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.29 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  July  basic  formula  price  of  $3,09  (Wisconsin” 
Minnesota  Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  August. 

This  price  of  $4.29  is  1 cent  above  the  July  Class  I price. 

BASE- SURPLUS  PROVISIONS  TERMINATED  IN  THREE  FEDERAL  ORDERS 

The  US  DA  issued  amended  orders  early  last  week  for  the  Chicago, 

South  Bend- LaP or te- Elkhart  and  the  North  Texas  marketing  areas.  The 
amendments  terminated  the  base-excess  provisions  for  payments  to 
producers  and  were  issued  after  producers  indicated  approval  of  the 
change .
